With only few exceptions, the reg-
ular stegmship lines pursue well da-
fined path+, in going asd com 0g across
the Atlantie, and this not only averts
the danger of collislon, put is an ele-
nient o! =a ety In case of disaster, as
a ship, if 1o tbe "lane,” Is reasonably
suse of belng sighted, if not by one
of her 8 ster ships, by oneé of' some
other llns.
